Very few examples were struck using this new equipment, the oft cited figure is 1,200 (though 
PCGS CoinFacts suggests a mintage of 5,000). Regardless, this is an important coin for the early half dollar collector.

At 
that time, we of relatively modest means, were the 5th to complete this set having lots 
of tough rarities. Unfortunately, Mark passed away at age 21 in late 2011, but the set _ 
had been completed before he passed. Since that time, nearly 60% of the collection was 
upgraded — champaign fever took hold as it does for many collectors. 


Aside from the 1870-S, of which | believe 9 are known, there are many tough dates, 
especially the Mint State, CAC’d specimens. Two of the most under-rated in my opinion 
are the 1859-S and the 1872-S. 


My opinion regarding this set and the handling of the coins followed the guidance of 
Dr. John Wong who owned the 1851 before | did. He is quoted in the 2001 Flannagan, 
Hinkley and Wong sale as stating: 


“We are but temporary guardians of these beautiful coins. One day, others will, in turn, 
enjoy them.” 


That has been my thoughts with our Seated Liberty dollar collection and | hope that the 
new owners will be good guardians of these coins. That day has arrived for others to 


enjoy them. 


With 70%+ of the set CAC’d, | hope you have the chance to own one of these rarities and 
become one of their custodians!

Regular silver dollar production ended in 1804, and aside 
from a small mintage of Gobrecht dollars in 1836 and 
1839, it was not until 1840 when silver dollars were again 
struck for circulation. While 61,005 were struck, few were 
saved at the time of issue. Mint State survivors, especially 
those in CHOICE or finer, are quite rare! PCGS has graded 
15 in MS63 and finer, with a quartet at the MS64 level the 
finest seen. Struck from OC-1, the most common of the four 
die pairings recorded for the date, making this a great coin 
for the date or type collector. 


Rich, thick, antique dove, pewter, silver, and lilac-gray 
toning is imbued with hints of tan-russet and soft olive-gold.

One of the GREATEST RARITIES of the entire U.S. Silver 
Dollar Series, from 1794 to the present day! Listed as #29 in 


the Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth 100 Greatest U.S. Coins book, 


this is a coin that is the stuff of numismatic dreams. This 
extensively pedigreed example, while not perfect quality, is 
perfect for anyone seeking an example of this great rarity. 
Like many of the most desired rarities in all of American 
numismatics, the origins of the 1870-S dollar are somewhat 
shrouded in mystery, which only adds to the desirability. 


No mint records exist for the striking of the 1870-S 
half dime, silver dollar, or $3 gold piece. The 70-S half 
dime and $3 are thought to be UNIQUE and the 70-S 
dollar is EXTREMELY RARE, with fewer than a dozen 
examples positively traced today. The existence of the 
1870-S dollar was unknown until 1914, when H.O. 


Granberg displayed his collection at the ANS Exhibition. 


The presently offered 70-S was the first one ever offered 
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in auction, in the William Hesslein December 1926 
auction. It is speculated that a few denominations were 
struck for inclusion in a time capsule that was placed in 
the cornerstone of the newly constructed San Francisco 
Mint, known as the Granite Lady. 


The present coin displays the definition of a VF30 coin. 
In the 1926 sale cited above, the initials “FHI: were 
engraved in the obverse field. Between the 1926 sale and 
the 1945 World’s Greatest Collection sale, the fields were 
tooled to remove those initials from the surfaces. After 
the tooling, perhaps this coin was polished, retoned, 
then professionally conserved, as the coin does not have 
the deep dark toning today that it did in the old ANACS 
Photocertificate from the 1980s. The coin otherwise 
shows just moderate wear from circulation. The reverse 
remains relatively unscathed. While the problems are 
easily evident, the eye appeal is actually quite pleasing, 
considering the flaws. Indeed, these flaws add to the 
history of this LEGENDARY RARITY!

These efforts began in 1850, 
and would continue into 1856, 
when the small sized copper-nickel 
Flying Eagle cent was adopted.

The reverse has 
the exchange rate value in DOLLARS (10), STERLING (2 Pounds, 1 
shilling, 1 penny), MARKEN (41.99), KRONEN (37.31), GULDEN 
(20.73), and FRANCS (51.81) around, with the weight and standard 
(16.72 grams, 900 FINE) and the word UBIQUE (which is Latin for 
ubiquitous). Struck in nickel with a reeded edge, this is a HIGH 
RARITY-7, with only two or three known in all grades. Typical of 
the metal, the fields are watery reflective with a delicate dusting of 
frosty iridescent toning. The hardness of the nickel alloy prevented 
some minor softness in the reverse center and perhaps caused the 
obverse die to dramatically crack at 5:00 (all known examples 

in this alloy display this break). Some minor mint made planchet 
flakes are noted under a glass and three toning dots (2 on the 
obverse and on on the reverse) serve as pedigree markers. Housed 
in an older blue tag PCGS holder.

The luster is essentially full and brilliant, accenting a seductive and totally 
original orange-gold coloration with hints of olive. As you rotate the surfaces in a 
light, your gaze is drawn in, at certain angles you get a semi-reflective flash. The 
details are nearly complete with only some weakness on the word GOLD on the 
obverse legend. While we note some minor contact marks, these are forgiven given 
the massive weight and size of these large gold rush era slugs. Precious few of these 
amazing pieces survive in such a sensational state of preservation, and rarely to they 
appear in auction! 


These “ingots” or “slugs” were struck in the U.S. Assay office in San Francisco, 
under the direction of Augustus Humbert. His mint operated for several years before 
the Federal government took over operations and eventually in 1854 opened as 

the official branch mint in San Francisco. Because of his reputation for honesty, 
Humbertis operations put out of business many of the other assaying and minting 
firms that opened after the discovery of gold in California. Indeed, these “slugs” 
were so well received in “old west” commerce, even after the official branch mint at 
San Francisco poured federal issue gold coins into commercial streams, they were 
still widely circulated. 


This coin is slightly flasher than the one that sold for $156,000 in November 2021.
